So great was the 
desire to see India’s 74-year-old 
leader a last time that the 
crowd outside stampeded short­ 
ly before the procession started, 
killing two persons and injuring 
six.

British Leader 
Looks to Future 


LONDON (A P)—The man who 
m ay be Britain’s next foreign 
m inister says the British Labor 
party, if it wins the national 
election in the fall, will work 
for a five-nation directorate to 
form ulate nuclear and political 
strategy for the North Atlantic 
Alliance. 
Patrick Gordon Walker, La 
bor’s spokesman on foreign af­ 
fairs, suggested that West Ger

VIENTIANE. Laos (AP)—Lao- 
tian Prem ier Souvanna Phouma 
has asked the Soviet Union to 
provide his embattled neutralist

with 
ammunition

their Russian arms. 
Souvanna made the request 
in a letter to Soviet Ambassa­ 
dor Sergei Affanassiev. 
“ Ammunition for arm s sup­ 
plied by the Soviet government, 
notably for 85mm guns, is be­ 
coming very short because of 
several encounters which have 
taken place recently between 
neutralist forces and (Commu­ 
nist) Pathet Lao forces,” Sou­ 
vanna said. 
Souvanna added his govern­ 
ment “ would like very much to 
receive sufficient quantities of 
ammunition to be able to face 
situation.” 
Souvanna also asked the So­ 
viet government to repair Rus­ 
sian gift transport planes which 
are now inoperative. The pre­ 
m ier asked the Russians to re­ 
pair the planes about a year 
ago but got no answer. 
Russian arm s and ammuni­ 
tion were provided to the neu­ 
tralists in 1961 when they were 
allies of the Pathet Lao and 
were fighting together against 
the right-wing Laotian arm y. 
The Soviet Union is currently 
withholding aid from all Laotian 
factions 
including 
the 
Pathet 
Lao who are under the influence 
of the Communist North Viet­ 
namese and Chinese. 
However, Moscow has sup­ 
ported the Pathet Lao viewpoint 
in the propaganda side of the 
Laotian 
crisis. 
Diplomatic 
sources say the Soviets don’t 
want to give the Communist 
Chinese the opportunity to ac­ 
cuse Moscow of abandoning a 
“ revolutionary movement.” 
Souvanna said previously he

The machine it­ 
self is 300 feet long. Corrugating medium produced here is used in fabrication of shipping con­ 
tainers at plants located throughout the central part of the United States. 


NEW STRUCTURE — This new building addition at the Container Corporation’s Circleville mill is part of the company’s $5 mill­ 
ion modernization program completed here during the past year. The new building, of steel frame and aluminum siding, is 79 by 308 
feet.

installations are finished, the 
Circleville operation will actual­ 
ly be a completely new mill. 
The executive vice president 
said completion of the Circle­ 
ville modernization program rep­ 
resents an important step in a 
three-year $90 million expan- 
s i o n and 
modernization pro­ 
gram being conducted by Con­ 
tainer Corporation.

added 
that the program also includes 
modernization and expansion of 
the company’s mill at Brewton, 
Ala., and construction of sever­ 
al new fabricating facilities. 
The company, the world’s lar­

The Business World 


NEW YORK (AP)—The rise I 
in spending for business expan­ 
sion is credited with giving the 
economy one of its strongest 
boosts this year. But is such 
capital investment a boom? 
Compared to the lag since 
1958 it is. The Departm ent of 
Commerce cites it as helping 
make tile over - all economic 
gains since April I look solid in 
spite of the lagging response of 
consumers to the federal income 
tax cut. 
The 
investment 
fraternity 
thinks the current increase in 
business spending is still far 
from what it should be, if com­ 
pared to past performance or 
to the greater growth of the 
total output of goods and serv­ 
ices—gross national product. 
Some bankers fear the present 
rise in business spending, im ­ 
portant as it is, may be exag­ 
gerated. The statisticians like to 
talk of percentages rather than 
dollar volume. This year’s in­ 
creased spending will still be 
well below postwar peaks as a 
percentage of the gross national 
product. 
The reason for the lag, say 
economists at Chase Manhattan 
Bank of New York, lies in pro­ 


fits. These, too, have risen to a 
record in dollar volume. But the 
bankers compared them to sales 
and to the GNP. 
After-tax profits this year are 
expected to rise to 3.3 per cent 
of corporate sales. But in the 
years 
immediately 
after 
tile 
war they averaged 4.9 per cent. 
After-tax profits this year may 
rise to 5 per cent of the gross 
national product. In tile early 
postwar period they averaged 
7.3 per cent. 
When such profit percentages 
are high, business spends free­ 
ly for new plant and equipment. 
When they shrink, so does the 
urge to expand.

Losing in SE Asia 


The situation in Southeast Asia, which 
continues to deteriorate, may be going 
to pieces for the United States. The 
communist Pathet Lao is winning in 
its drive to complete the conquest of 
Laos. 
North Viet Nam troops are engaged. 
Add this to the report by Defense Sec­ 
retary McNamara about the worsening 
situation in South Viet Nam, and to the 
increasing signs that both Cambodia 
and Thailand have decided that the 
communists are on the verge of win­ 
ning, and the Southeast Asian situation 
looks dark indeed. 
If the North Viet Nam government 
has entered Laos on a large scale, this 
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likely means Red China will do so, too. 
Whatever the situation on the commu­ 
nist side, that on the American side is 
bad. 
It seems probable that the United 
States is reaching the point where a de­ 
cision must be made: to try to save 
Southeast Asia by operating at the cur­ 
rent level, or to recognize the realities 
and expand the warfare to North Viet 
Nam. 
Uncertainties of where the latter 
choice would lead undoubtedly cause 
U. S. policy planners in Washington to 
hesitate. But there seems little uncer­ 
tainty where the other choice will lead. 
Day by day, week by week, it becomes 
more apparent that we are losing.

school diploma are going beg­ 
ging. In many cases, then, the 
problem is not one of school 
dropouts. It is a problem of 
bridging a gap.

FREQUENTLY, in the Old 
Testament, we find mention of 
the nations of the then-known 
world and, often, long” passages 
devoted to their character and 
destiny. 
In today’s lesson we find 
three basic truths contained in 
those passages from Isaiah deal­ 
ing with the second Assyrian 
empire as a threat to Israel. 
(1) God will use Assyria as 
the instrument for wreaking 
His indignation against Israel. 
Here the Assyrians are mere 
tools in God’s hands. Their 
power to waste and destroy 
comes solely from Him as they 
unconsciously do His work, 
pouring out His wrath on the 
people of Israel. 
(2) God will punish Assyria 
for her boastfulness. The proph­ 
et describes Assyria’s sin as an 
ambitious, 
self-e x a l t a t i o n 
amounting to blasphemy. The 
godless Assyrians fall to see 
themselves as God’s tools, and 
will be punished for their con- 


the revelation of His will, the 
truth of His written law and 
commandments; yet she forsook 
them for lies, idols and images 
of false gods. So God predicted 
Judah's destruction by fire, a 
prophecy fulfilled during the 
siege of Jerusalem under Nebu­ 
chadnezzar. 
The third judgment was pro­ 
nounced upon Israel for her 
social sins (2:6-16). Four spe­ 
cific transgressions are men­ 
tioned by the prophet: injustice, 
indifference to the needs of the 
poor, incest, and luxury com­ 
bined with idolatry. Surround­ 
ing nations would fall upon Is­ 
rael and drought and pestilence 
would stalk the land. 
Because our lesson today is 
concerned with nationalism, let 
us now consider Paul’s magnifi­ 
cent address to the Athenian 
philosophers (Acts 17:22-31). 
Here, Paul is not discussing phi­ 
losophy, he is proclaiming di­ 
vine revelation, and in so doing, 
he calls their attention to three 
great truths regarding God.

(3) God will bring back a 
remnant of Israel to the land 
of promise. With this note of 
hope, Israel will cling to the 
Lord with repentance and liv­ 
ing faith, never again to lean 
upon a Gentile nation for refuge 
and security. 
In the prophesies of Amos, 
God warns the nations of His 
coming judgments. It was an 
era of great prosperity for the 
entire northern kingdom, yet 
signs of spiritual decay and 
moral disintegration were evi­ 
dent with the wealth and power. 
The first judgment is pro­ 
nounced upon the Gentile na­ 
tions of Damascus, Gaza, Tyre, 
Edom, Amon and Moab for 
t h e i r inhumanity (l:3-2:3). 
Edom had been pitiless; Moab, 
impious toward the dead. The 
other four, though they had 
sinned without law, had vio­ 
lated the dictates of conscience. 
The second judgment was 
upon Judah for despising the 
law of the land (2:4, 5). Judah 
knew God as the Lord. She had 


First he tells them God was 
the Creator of the world. Start­ 
ing from the God Unknown 
(v. 23), Paul makes a rich 
statement revealing God as the 
Creator of the world. With all 
their learning, the Greeks had 
not conceived of one God as the 
Creator. Though, the mystery of 
the world’s origin had occupied 
them since 600 B.C., they had 
no real explanation for it. 
Secondly, Paul tells them God 
regulates all nations, that the 
geographical environment in­ 
fluencing them is God’s intent. 
It is also God’s purpose to have 
times, seasons and boundaries 
for all nations. 
Thirdly, Paul proclaims God 
as the source of all life. God 
gives all and men can only offer 
themselves to Him in return. 
Thus, through, the ages, we 
see God’s role among nations; 
it is not for Him to change na­ 
tions Himself; rather it is for 
men and women to change and, 
individually or in groups, to 
change society and government. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department charged in 
an antitrust suit Wednesday that 
control of both daily newspapers 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, by the E. 
W. Scripps Co. tends to create 
an illegal monopoly. 
A spokesman said this is the 
first time the department ever 
has sought to force a newspaper 
to divest itself of control of an­ 
other newspaper. 
The civil suit, filed in U.S.

Cincinnati, 
seeks to require Scripps, pub­ 
lisher of the Evening Post and 
Times-Star, to get rid of its in­ 
terest in the city’s morning 
newspaper, the Enquirer. 
The Post and Times-Star is 
published by Scripps, while the 
Enquirer is published by a sep­ 
arate 
corporation, 
in 
which 
Scripps holds a controlling inter­ 
est. 
The suit charged that the post 
tion of the Scripps firm deprived 
newspaper readers and adver 
Users in the CincinnaU area of 
the benefits (rf free competition. 
Although this is the first suit 
of this nature, the department 
spokesman said, 
“there’s no 
more reason to consider this 
case the beginning of a trend 
than in any other 
antitrust

REGINA, Sask. (AP)-Item: 
Two years ago Saskatchewan 
doctors fought introduction of 
North America’s first sweeping 
government medicare plan with 
a bitter 23-day strike. Today the 
doctors are making more mon­ 
ey under medicare than they 
did in private practice. 
Item: Premiums paid by res­ 
idents of this Canadian province 
to help finance medicare have 
been cut in half. 
Item: The Socialist govern­ 
ment that fathered the contro­ 
versial health insurance scheme 
lost a recent provincial elec­ 
tion. But medicare was not a 
campaign issue. Liberal Pre­ 
mier Ross Thatcher, who took 
office last week, is not expected 
to make major changes in the 
medical plan he once opposed. 
On the surface, Saskatchewan 
appears to have proved that a 
compulsory, state-run medicare 
program covering all residents 
of all ages can win the support 
of doctors, the public and poli­ 
ticians. 
But it would be misleading to 
call Saskatchewan’s medicare 
plan an unqualified success. 
The old arguments still rage 
here over medicare’s effect on 
the quality of medical service, 
the cost, government interfer 
ence in the practice of medicine 
and red tape. 
Dr. E. W. Barootes, president 
of the Saskatchewan College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, con­ 
ceded that doctors are making 
more money. The college is 
Saskatchewan’s 
professional 
medical association. 
If all doctors wanted was 
more cash,” Barootes said, “we 
would have been on the band­ 
wagon from the beginning.” 
He called it a matter of sim­ 
ple arithmetic. Medicare, Ba 
rootes 
said, 
has 
encouraged 
more people to visit doctors 
more often at no extra personal 
cost. The government pays the 
larger bill to roughly tile same 
number of doctors formerly en 
gaged in private practice. Few 
er bills go unpaid. By some ac 
counts doctors are making an 
average of $2,000 a year more 
But the doctors are concerned 
about the quality of medical 
service involved, Barootes said 
Under medicare, he said, they 
are increasingly forced to steal 
time from patients who need 
them to examine others with 


minor or imagined complaints. I 
“Doctors who used to see 20 pa-1 
tients a day now must see as 
many as 70,” he said. 
Medicare, he added, has tak­ 
en the regulation of hospitals 
and medical standards away 
from the profession and placed 
them in the political sphere, un­ 
der government-appointed med­ 
ical boards. “The government 
tells you who can take out a 
lung,” he said. 
The medicare plan of former 
Premier Woodrow Lloyd’s So­ 
cialist 
government 
required 
Saskatchewan residents to pay 
premiums of $24 a year for 
families and $12 for individuals. 


More than two-thirds of the 
costs are financed from boosts 
in sales, income and corpora­ 
tion taxes. 
The premiums were cut 50 
per cent last September be­ 
cause the tax sources brought 
in more revenue than expected. 
Saskatchewan’s 
economy 
is 
booming from record wheat 
sales. 
The compromise which ended 
the doctors’ boycott in July 1961 
liberalized the plan by allowing 
doctors to also practice outside 
medicare. Residents, however, 
must still pay premiums and 
taxes even if they rely on pri­ 
vate medical services.

They will surely never again 
scoff, as some did, at the ad­ 
vance warnings of an approach­ 
ing tidal wave. 
The day before that memor­ 
able Sunday, lives were snuffed 
out when several tidal waves 
unleashed 
by 
Alaska’s 
earth 
quakes flattend or h e a v i l y 
damaged this sleeping town. 
Vital questions today are How 
can people best be educated to 
respond properly to adequate 
warnings of impending danger? 
How can they be convinced that 
the government is not crying 
“wolf” when a s e i s m i c wave 
warning is issued? 
The sad fact is that, insofar 
as tidail waves are concerned, 
scientists can give no absolute 
forecast on the severity of their 
punch in any particular location. 
And, because we are human, 
we often tend 
to 
b e l i e v e 
that “it s not going to or it 
can’t happen here.” 
Knowledge about tidal wav­ 
es can save lives tomorrow a1- 
t h o u g h lack of it has re­ 
sulted in countless deaths in yes­ 
teryears. Lisbon, Portugal, was 
wrecked in 1755 by a 50 - foot 
tidal wave. In 1900 Galveston, 
Tex., sufferd heavily from a 
tidal wave caused by hurricanes 
at sea. 
During 1960 tidal waves hit 
the coasts of Australia, the Phil­ 
ippines, Japan and Hawaii. That

and devastation at H i l o , Ha­ 
waii, which was pounded by

Certainly the garden editor 
advises you to gamble on some 
nursery bargains. 
There is the so called penny 
sale. You get two plants for 
79 cents and for a penny ex* 
tra you will get a third plant 
of like variety. 
Of course these plants a r e 
often about six inches high — 
this includes trees. And it would 
be smarter to purchase balled 
and burlapped stock at a high 
falutin’ nursery. That is if you 
can pay IO times the price. 
But actually, especially if you 
are young, you can put these 
tiny plants in a nursery row and 
care for them. In a very few 
years you may have sizeable 
material. 
TAKE OUR own experience 
with lilacs. We have Lived on 
our farm for more than 20 
years now. I never would accept 
lilacs that s u c k e r e d from a 
big lilac bush because I was al­ 
ways g o i n g to buy hybrid 
French varieties. Thes are not 
only very beautiful but bloom 
the second if not the first year 
after planting. But they are ex­ 
pensive. 
Well, time slipped away and 
we just never did get those 
French hybrids. Any lilac will 
bloom given 20 years time. If I 
had accepted some small lilac 
starts look what I would have 
now. 
Don’t be afraid of little plants. 
They’ll grow. But do avoid pro­ 
crastinating about buying things 
you r e a l l y want. Buy them 
even if they are so tiny it is fun 
ny. 
I think the grab bag bargains 
are not too worthwhile because 
the sellers will always stick in 
what I consider undesirables. 
(There are a few things, n o t 
many, that I would just as soon 
not have).

(AP)—Malaya’* natural rubber 
industry — the biggest in the 
world and the key to the econo­ 
my of the young Malaysian fed­ 
eration—is trying for a higher 
bounce in the face of growing 
competition from synthetics. 
The latest move is to change 
the shape of its product. 
lf the result of two years of 
research proves commercially 
successful—and the betting here 
is that it will—manufacturers 
abroad soon 
may 
be 
getting 
their rubber in neat, plastic- 
packaged 100-pound slabs that 
look somewhat like huge cuts of 
overdone spongecake. 
Industry 
spokesmen 
insist 
“we’re not trying to catch up 
with anyone.” They maintain 
there always will be a demand 
for natural rubber despite the 
rapidly 
expanding 
synthetic 
field. 
But a slightly lower price than 
synthetics is one of the greatest 
assets of natural rubber, and 
Malaya is determined to keep it 
that way. 
Efforts to revitalize the in­ 
dustry, and cut costs, began 12 
years ago with the start of a 
massive program whose slogan 
was “Replant or Die.” 
According to latest estimates, 
close to 60 per cent of Malaya’s 
four million acres of rubber 
have been replanted with fast­ 
er-producing, higher - yielding 
trees. These are expected in the 
next five or six years to push 
annual production to a million 
tons from the current 800.000- 
ton mark. The present level re­ 
presents almost double the pro­ 
duction of pre World War II 
years. 
Acres that used to yield 490 
pounds of rubber per year are 
now 
producing 
up 
to 
1.500 
pounds. Authorities say the day 
is not far off when 3,000 pounds 
per acre will be the standard— 
with no increase in production 
costs. 
The big question has become: 
“How to handle all that rubber? 
A team working for the in­ 
dustry - run Research Institute 
here believes it has the answer 
in “comminution” — size reduc­ 
tion. 
Under the present processing 


used since rubber became a 
commercial product more than 
a century ago—the milky white 
latex tapped from rubber trees 
is 
coagulated, 
mangled 
into 
floppy wet slabs, squeezed to re­ 
move some of the moisture, 
then hung up to dry in a smoke­ 
house. The process takes about 
a week. 
The dried rubber sheets are 
sent to market, baled in ungain­ 
ly 
250-pound 
packages, 
with 
low • grade sheets serving as 
wrappers. 
“What we were looking for, 
first of all,” a researcher said, 
“was a slicer, speedier way of 
shortening the processing time.”

Two runs then scored as Rusty 
Staub bobbled a throw that 
would have completed an inning 
ending double play.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Frank 
W. King of Toledo, minority 
leader of the Ohio Senate, op­ 
posed David Kane of Dayton in 
an election today for president 
of the Ohio AFL-CIO. 
Delegates 
at the 
orgamza 
tion’s fourth constitutional con 
vention also were to elect 24 
vice presidents from 39 nom­ 
inees. 
King, nominated Wednesday, 
t o l d the 2,000 delegates he 
would serve full-time in the 
$16,000-a-year post if elected. 
His Senate term runs through 
1965. It is believed he planned 
to wait until January to resign 
from the Senate, thus protect­ 
ing the seat for the Democrats 
who would name a successor 
tor the unexpired term. 
King is a member of the 
bricklayers union and the teach­ 
ers union. 
The convention elected Robert 
D. Bollard as secretary-treas- 
urer Wednesday. He was ap­ 
pointed to the post last August 
when Elmer F. Cope died. 
The 
Rhodes 
administration 
came under fire by convention 
speakers Wednesday. 
Emil Mazey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the United Auto Work­ 
ers, said, “We have private 
planning for profit but what we 
need is public planning for peo­ 
ple to obtain full and fair em­ 
ployment.” 
King said the Rhodes admin­ 
istration has been misleading 
the people about the financial 
condition of the state. He said

Oliver Ocasek of 
Akron called Ohio’s educational 
program a “disgrace.”
